BERG AND KRUGER INDUCTED INTO HALL OF FAME 


Tom Berg, track coach at Gallaudet, and 
Art Kruger, chairman of the United States 
World Games for the Deaf Committee, became 
the first deaf men to be inducted into 
the Helms Foundation Hall of Fame. 

Frank Medina, representing the Helms 
Foundation, conducted the ceremony at 
the College on July 5. 

Art Kruger showed his interest in deaf 
athletics in 1941 when he organized the 
annual National Basketball ‘Tournament for 
the Deaf. Four years later he formed the 
American Athletic Association of the Deaf, 
Inc.. He served as Games director 
for the 1957 and 1961 Deaf Olympics 
and as chairman of the United States 
World Games for the Deaf Committee in 
1969 and 1973. | : 

Tom Berg has been track coach at the 
College since 1957 and was cross country 


coach of the U.S. track and field team 
at three previous Deaf Olympics and is 
again training this year's team for 
the competition in Sweden. In 1965 he 
served as director of the Games. 

The Helms Foundation Hall-of Fame, 
founded in 1936, serves to recognize 
those athletes, coaches, and others who 
have given of their time and effort on 
behalf of amateur athletics.
